An old 
philosopher, Plotanus, said that as we can 
only sec the sun by the light which comes 
from tho sun, s0 we can only see God by 
a light which comes from God}, that ig 
to say, the atmoepherein which 'God is 
revealed is uw spiritual atmosphere, and 
it ix.only when wo ate living and moving 
in @ spiritual atmosphere’ that we' can 
expect that God will bé real tous.
